THE JAPANESE SOLDIER, 


Seeing the strides which Japan ie making 
towards perlection ia mattera of military 
organisation it is interesting, says 4 cun- 
tomporury, to note what Captain G. I, 
Elliott, of the United States Marines, says 
on the subject of the Japanese auldier in his 
report to the Nevy Department. Cepteia 
Kitiott recendy oummeaoded the American 
furoo landed at Soul duriog the troubles,

Ta the field they are not burdened with over. 
fleuhy men, aoeither with the ‘ feithful-old 
soldiera? whose pride bas vutlived their 
strength. Forced marches did nut leave a 
fourth of the regiment: straggling ia tho 
toad, aad the endurance of the men could 
be counted on neurly a8 o unit, - UVadoubs 
tedly they are brave, but heve, nut been 
tried in large bodies up to a demorslising 
loas, although smal! parties on: one or twa 
occavions Were out “off aod fell together like 
true soldiers. Whether they will be subject 
to ponio nederbeavy roverses ie nut known. 
They are fairly well set up, but do not sbuw 
it as maob a6 tho regular fursiga soldiers ; 
good weight-oarriers, but I believe slow 
marobers, although for short distances they 
get over the ground very: rapidly on a trot, 
baving whut is known a8 good wind. Drill
